acupuncture is new to the 
United States, Lynd said, “ in 
the Orient they have been 
using it in animals as a 
healing art and in Europe, in 
France and Germany, there 
are centers where this work 
has been going on for some 
time.” 
Lynd says he intends to 
keep his experim entation 
low key but admits he has 
witnessed some remarkable 
effects of acupuncture on 
animals. “ I’m holding (the 
results) for some scientific 
reports.” 
He 
declines 
to 
predict 
whether the ancient medical 
art might gain widespread 
acceptance 
for 
treatin g 
anim al 
diseases 
as 
McMullen suggests. He says 
his experiments have em­ 
ployed the needles mostly as 
an anesthetic. 
“ I really don’t have any 
predictions along that line. 
You see this is a new ap­ 
proach to a possible treat­ 
ment. It takes time for it to 
gain acceptance. It takes 
time for it to be evaluated 
and 
equated 
as 
to 
ef­ 
fectiveness as to treatment 
of a particular condition.” 


Lynd said data is coming 
from the Orient which he 
believes to be factual and of 
use in the American study of 
veterinary acupuncture.

pain centers in the skin so 
that when real pain arrives, 
there is no room for it.

Polly’s Problem 


DEAR POLLY — My bookcase was in a flood and the 
wood is alright but the glass in the doors looks dull and 
cloudy. I have used several things on it but the cloudiness 
remains. I would appreciate some suggestions. — VIOLA. 
DEAR VIOLA — One recommended remedy for glass 
with a cloudy look and mineral deposits on it is to use a 
detergent in hot water with three tablespoons of water con­ 
ditioner added. Let this stay on (if doors can be removed 
and laid flat) for several hours and then rinse of! using a 
stiff brush, if necessary, to remove the sediment. 
An old­ 
fashioned remedy is to soak tea leaves in vinegar and' wash 
with that liquid. Doubtless you already have tried 
kerosene, one tablespoon in two quarts of warm water or 
how about a dilute of household ammonia? — POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — My Pet Peeve is with all those catalogues 
that come in the mail telling of sweepstakes. I feel they use these 
as bait to get people to make out big orders thinking they will 
win. - M ARY EDNA. 
DEAR POLLY and SHIRLEY — We, too, save our garbage to 
use for mulch in the garden. My husband dug a hole about IV2 feet 
around and two or three feet deep to put it in. We keep a lid from 
an old oil drum over it and this lid sets a little below the ground 
line so animals cannot open it. There is no odor from this hole in 
the ground. This garbage is left all winter and starts to compost 
right in the hole. Come spring this half rotted material is spread 
on our garden or mixed in our compost heap. 
We think bones are g 'Mi for the garden, too. The bones our 
dogs do not eat, such as chicken bones, etc. are boiled to make a 
broth that is poured over dry dog food and then the bones are 
buried in the hole, too. This addition to the dry food saves so 
much money spent on canned dog food. — JOAN. 
DEAR POLLY — After ruining my umpteenth needle threader 
last night I decided to make my own. I cut off a strand of electric 
wire that is made up of multiple fine copper wires. One was peel­ 
ed off and a loop of it was stapled to a small piece of cardboard 
(loop extends beyond top of the board) and this works fine for 
crewel yarn, embroidery thread, etc., or when one is using a nee­ 
dle with a little larger eye. If no stapler is available this loop 
could be glued or taped between two pieces of cardboard. —

Turtle Watch Is On 


SOUTH PA D RE ISLAND. 
Tex. (U P L — Just as the 
swallows always come back 
to Capistrano, the innocuous 
Ridley Turtle 
each 
year 
chooses a special spot on the 
Gulf of Mexico beach to lay 
its eggs 
No one knows for sure why 
the bluish-green sea turtles 
opt to come ashore around 
April 
25 
on 
the sandy 
beaches of the Tampico. 
Mexico area, 
especially 
since the clocklike migration 
of the species plays right into 
the hands of animal’s worst 
enemy —man. 
Poachers thrive on the 
Ridley’s 
instinct 
for 
propagation and wait along 
the Mexican beaches to 
scoop up the nests of eggs 
and slaughter the turtles for 
their meat or for the hide off 
their flippers which leather 
tanners say has no rival for 
quality in making boots. 
But this year a group of 
Texas 
conservationists, 
after an eight-year wait, are 
on a “ turtle watch” trying to 
show humans can be friends 
of the Ridley, an endangered 
species worldwide whose 


number dwindled to 10.000 
The 
conservationists 
began with the theory the 
female turtles always return 
to,the place where they were 
hatched to deposit their eggs 
in a sandy nest. The silvet 
dollar-sized offspring swarm 
back into the sea until, eight 
years later and 55 pounds 
heavier, nature drives the 
Ridleys back to their bir­ 
thplace. according to the 
hypothesis 
Dead Adams, a Brown­ 
sville. 
Tex., 
builder 
and 
member of the Lower Rio 
Grande Valiev Sportsmen s 
Club, became interested in 
preserving the beautiful 
turtles 12 years ago when he 
witnessed the wholesale 
destruction of their eggs on a 
visit to Tampico. Mexico. 
“ I went down there and 
saw 
the situation 
—the 
Mexicans packing off every 
egg that was laid, e v e ry 
single 
last 
one.” 
Adams 
said “ I don't think there was 
a single one. 
What 
they 
didn't get. the coyotes got 
The species was already 
down to a very very low 
count ” 


Adams went to Mexico 
City to ask the government 
to protect the turtles He said 
there was some response 
and 
they have done a lot of 
good. 
But 
Adams and other 
conservationists didn t let it 
rest there and decided to to 
try to trick the turtles into 
migrating annually to South 
Padre Island along the 
southern tip of Texas where 
they 
could 
be 
better 
protected. 
So Adams, in June of 1967, 
inaugurated the first turtle 
egg airlift and flew in 2.000 
eggs from Tampico. 
The Valley Sportsmen's 
Gub hatched 1,102 turtles, 
sent them to sea and for the 
past eight years have been 
hoping

females 
would show up between April 
25 and July of 1975 to lay 
their eggs on the Texas 
beach where they were
